Importance of the W orm in the Econ­ 
omy of Nature W as First Re* 
vealed by Darwin. 


The discovery of a new 
species of 
earthworm may awake but a languid 
Interest In 
the 
layman s 
mind, yet | 
those minute studies of the humble ; 
works of nature that result in bring 
lng to light previously 
unrecognized 
Inhabitants of the soli really possess I 
a very high degree of interest, since 
they often indicate unsuspected 
pro 
cesses whereby the earth is kept in 
a condition to be the home and nour­ 
isher of man. 
Darwin surprised the general read­ 
ing public by his revelations of the 
Indispensable role played by the hum­ 
ble earthworm in cultivating the soil. 
He showed how the 
strength of 
a 
pigmy was changed into 
that of 
a 
giant by the virtue of numbers and of 
Industry, so that the richest soil was 
turned over and orer again by the la- I 
bors of earthworms and thus kept in a 
fertile condition. 
When, however, Darwin discovered 
the importance of the work done by 
worms, he was not aware of the ex I 
lstence of more than 
eight 
or 
ten j 
species In Great Britain. 
Now, owing , 
to the labors of students who have de* I 


voted their time 
to the 
study 
of 
earthworms in that country, pt least 
twenty different species are 
known, 
and a vast amount of interesting in­ 
formation has been gathered concern­ 
ing their character and habits. 
It might be thought that there is 
not much difference 
among 
worms, 
but, as a matter of fact, there is far 
more difference than 
exists 
among 
many more pretentious forms of ani­ 
mal 
life. 
Short 
worms 
and 
long 
worms; worms that climb trees, and 
others that never leave the 
ground; 
worms whose color is green, brown, 
rose red and iridescent, and some that 
are described by the enthusiastic and 
admiring naturalists as 
“neat 
and 
pretty,” figure among the various spe­ 
cies that have been classified.—H ar­ 
per’s Weekly.

we can get in our isolated region are 
Indian girls,” said Mr. George A. Hur­ 
ley of Flagstaff, Ariz. 
“These girls, 
fairly skillful and moderately indus­ 
trious, could scarcely be rated 
ideal, 
but on the whole, they are 
satisfac­ 
tory, and In the absence of other help 
we are extremely glad to get them. 
Their efficiency is the result of train­ 
ing in the Indian schools of the reser­ 
vations, and when one stops to con­ 
sider their native 
environment 
and 
semi-savage rearing it is rather extra­ 
ordinary that they should be as clever 
and valuable as they are. 
“By temperament these Indian girls 
are inclined to reticence. 
They 
do 
w hat is asked of them 
uncomplain­ 
ingly, but they rarely smile and never 
joke and are not demonstrative in any 
way, with one exception. This Is when 
the woman in Lnole Sam’s employ 
who was their school superintendent 
or teacher, comes around to make her 
periodical visits in order to see how 
the girls who are at service are get­ 
ting on. Whenever this visitor arrives 
the particular Indian maid who greets 
her gives her a welcome that for an 
Indian is exceedingly cordial and ef­ 
fusive. 
The girls, 
indeed, seem 
to 
cherish a real sentiment of deep grati­ 
tude for the one w ho first taught them 
the elements of 
English 
education 
and gave them their first lessons in 
domestic science.”—Baltimore Ameri­ 
can.

“Zweck-Verband” (county council is 
the only intelligible translation avail- 
ible) has formally come into being 
with the election of Herr Steiniger, 
city chamberlain of Berlin, as “ver- 
bandsdirektor.” 
His functions will 
be many and difficult, for the “Ver- 
band” is a league of the cities, towns, 
villages and boroughs which comprise 
’Greater Berlin,” and is intended to 
create a metropolitan area of 200 
square miles, with a gross population 
of 4,250,000, over which there is to be 
central administrative authority. Each 
community 
sends delegates to the 
‘league council, and it is this body 
over which Herr Steiniger will pre­ 
side. Berlin In a spirit of magnanim­ 
ity declined to accept the majority of 
delegates to which its vast popula­ 
tion entitled it, and it is content to be 
voted down on occasion by a hostile 
combination of lesser boroughs. The 
“Verband” will not interfere in any 
respect with the individual liberties 
and 
prerogatives of its constituent 
members.

Oldest Metal. 
A recent paper presented to the 
Royal Institution at London, in dis­ 
cussing the question of the 
metals 
used by the great nations of antiquity, 
pointed out that gold was probably 
the first metal known to man because 
it is generally found native. 
The oldest metallic objects to which 
we can assign a probable date 
are 
thought to be those found in a royal 
tomb at Na ga da in Egypt, supposed to 
have been that of King Menes.

one of the chambers were some bits 
of gold and a bead, a button and a 
fine wire of nearly pure copper. 
If 
the tomb had been properly identified 
these objects are at least 6.300 years 
old. 
Nearly all the ancient gold that
